Couniag Sugar Supply : 
Set at Eleven Pounds 


Less Than Half Quantity Asked For 
Will Be Available 

MONTREAL—The ration adminis- 
tration of the Prices Board has an- 
nounced that 100,000,000 pounds of 
sugar—approximately half the quan- 
tity asked for by Canadian house- 
wives—will be available for home 
canning this year. 

The announcement said the, ration 
administration had received applica- 
tions for a grand total of 209,995,368 
pounds and consequently many Can- 
adian consumers would receive less 
sugar than they applied for. 

“Canada produces only about one- 
fifth of. the sugar it consumes,” said 
the ration division, “Some of North 
America’s largest sources of sugar 
supply now are in enemy hands, and 
war on the high seas greatly curtail- 
ed our imports from the remaining 
sources of supply. 

Despite all these difficulties, the 
sugar administration has been able 
to décure for home canning purposes 
4, 200,000,000 pounds. of sugar, This 
must be divided among the people 
who have ‘applied for sugar for can- 
ning. 

Distribution of supplies available 
for each area is in the hands of more 
than 500 local ration boards, the an- 
nouncement said, Housewives will re- 
ceive their sugar canning coupons 
from their local boards by June 1st 
through the mails, 

A, number of volunteer workers are 
now busy preparing the ration cou- 
pons for distribution, these being in 
five-pound denominations, The cou- 
pons will be serviced through the reg 
ular retail merchants,

Making the Most 
Ot Meat Ration 


When Canadians begin to measure 
their meat or two pounds per person 
per, week, according to the ration, 
they aren't going to risk waste, Pro- 
per care is the first precaution, and 
simple household rules should be ob- 
served. The Dominion Department of 
Agriculture lists the following - sug- 
gestions :— : 

1, Remove meat from paper as 
soon a8 it comes from the butcher's. 

2. Cover lightly and store in a cold 
place until needed, 

3. Use ground meat promptly, raw 
or cooked, it spojls more quickly. 

4. Keep ground meat ‘tightly cov- 
ered in a cold place. Do not cover or 
place in refrigerator until it has 
cooled, Stews, meat soups, etc., com- 
bined with starchy foods (potatoes, 
flour, cereals). spoil quickly. 

5. Wipe meat with damp cloth be- 
fore cooking. Do not wash.

Certified seed potato growers who 
are located in or near large commeér- ’ 
cial areas of table potato production 
will find that the amount of roguing 
necessary” to maintain their seed 
stocks to certification standards 
tends to increase each year until év- 
entually their potatoes are of doubt- 
ful value for certification purposes, 
states John Tucker, Manager, Seed 
Potato Section, , Special Products 
Board, Such marginal seed may be 
suitable for table potato production 
but should not be planted for certifi- | 


cation again by anyone. It is a mis- 
take to continue with seed showing 
evidence of degeneration from any 
cause. It would well repay seed grow 
ers in such areas to secure new found 
ation seed every year, This Would 
materially assist in making certified 
seed growing less hazardous, and re- | 
sult in better seed for their trade. 

Seed growers well located as_re- 
gards isolation from areas of heavy 
potato production can usually con- 
tinue with their own seed over a 
longer period. Such groqwers should, 
however, carefully maintain seed 
plots planted in tuber-units every 
year to improve the yield and quality 
of their next regular field plantings. 
The seed plot should qualify to found 
ation standards for best results; 
Otherwise, it would be advisable to 
discard the product and secure seed | 
of foundation standard for the next 
planting. By planting foundation seed 
the necessity of heavily roguing is a- 
voided, as there are very few discas- 
ed, weak, or unproductive plants to 
bother with as a rule. Good seed is 
always advisable but is more of a 
necessity for seed growers than any- 
one else, Dominion District Seed pot- 
ato inspectors will give information 
on the source of foundation seed,
